General Lawton Meets the 
Enemy In Stubbornly Con­ 
tested Battle. 


EVERY MAN FOR HIMSELF 


Americana Ccm © Volley F iring and 
Ordered to Shoot When They Could 
See the Enem y—PNIiplnow 
Driven 
From Their Position — A merlon na 
Supported by Gunboat*. 


Manila, Jane IC —General Lawton 
yesterday fought the moat stubbornly 
contented battle that has taken place in 
the Philippines between the American 
and insurgent troops. 
The battle took 
plane at Ca vita Viejo, almost in sight of 
Manila ami near tile cavyyard* that 
Dewey captured a year ago. 
The fight­ 
ing lasted all day, the Americans boing 
supported by the monitor Monad nock 
and several gunboats, which kept up a 
continuous shelling af the enemy, but it 
was hard to toll what the effect of their 
fire cm the trenches amounted to, but 
the enemy were driven from their posi­ 
tion. 
The Filipino force engaged appears to 
I lave but-ti the largest organised body of 
men which has mot our troops. 
The 
American* are compelled to advance 
along narrow roads aud over a small 
bridge commanded by earthworks IO 
feet thick, which was the key to the 
situation 
On tile bridge were file 
bogie* of two American* who had ate 
tempted to rush across, and many 
wounded men were carried from the 
opeu ground before the bridge. 
After firing volleys for a abort time 
the Americans were ordered to Aw? 
where they could see the euemy. It 
was every man for himself, and the beet 
our men contd do was to aim at the 
faint mists arising from the rebels 
smokeless powder. General Lawton, 
though exhausted, rallied by sheer will­ 
power, and was the commanding figure 
in th* battle. 
lie went along the lines 
directing and encouraging the troop*. 
General Wheaton and General Oven- 
ahtne were equally courageous. In fact 
the generals were among the few men 
on the battlefield who refused to take 
•belter under the hottest fire. The only 
approach to the fighting ground was by 
a narrow, winding road, wtn re the 
rebel bullet* dropped thickly, wounding 
several of our meet 
At 4 o’clock there wa* a hoar's lull In 
the fighting, and an artillery sergeant 
galloped back to where two guns of the 
mountain battery were waiting in re­ 
serve, and shouted: "Bring up those 
guns.” Th© sergeant then tumbled ©*- 
haunted from his horse. 
Tweuty wounded men were carried to 
a casco* (native boat) waiting on the 
bench, which was rowed to Parauaqua 
It is Impossible at present to estimate 
the nam ber af Filipino dead. There are 
many dead bodies rn the fields the 
Americans traversed. 
This battlefield, incidentally, was for­ 
merly the scene cf several of tho grant 
•at straggle* between the Spaniard* and 
the Filipinos. 
The Zapote was consid­ 
ered impregnable and hundred* of Span­ 
iards and Filipinos have been killed 
white fighting over the same bridge in 
former contest* for lls possession. 
In 
Jane, 1997, Generate Pie del Pilar and 
Trias turned a scale of war on the side 
of the Filipinos by deserting the Span­ 
ish army there on the eve of a decisive 
battle, carrying native militia with 
them, and thereby breaking the chain 
of defense around Manila.

New Richmond, Win., June 14.—Th* 
tornado that ha* swept out of oxmtenco 
the prosperou* little city of New Rich­ 
mond is tho most disastrous in point of 
fatality over occurred in this auction. 
Th© exact number of dead is still un­ 
known, bat it will certainly reach IOO 
aud probably will considerably exceed 
that Agura, 
A* they wert recovered 
the bodies were brought to the school 
house or to the I 'athulio or Congrega­ 
tional churches. 
Thence they are to be 
taken to the cemetery except in a few 
cases where homes still stand. 
The business portion of the city ©ov­ 
ered a space of four squares each way 
and was solidly built of trick end stone. 
The entire space was 
swept 
clear, 
foundation wails and in some places 
masses of debris alone marking where 
the business places formerly 
stood. 
Trees that had lined the streets of the 
neighboring 
residence 
district were 
broken clear off or twisted and up­ 
rooted. 
The tornado came up the river from 
Hadaou, when the damage was com­ 
paratively slight. Following the gen­ 
eral coarse of the river aud tho branch 
of the Omaha rood, the storm gained in 
intensity as it progressed and was at its 
worst when it struck the boxiness cen­ 
ter ol New Richmond. Outlying resi­ 
dences in the path of the storm were 
stripped of shingles said board* or rides 
were blown off or as mere frequently 
were turn asunder aud the fragments 
were scattered to the four winds at 
heaven. Trot * were uprooted and roads 
blocked, washed away or so overflowed 
as to be matte entirely unrecognisable. 
A circus was in town Monday and 
people had corn© in from all the sur­ 
rounding country to see the show. 
Af­ 
ter th© circus they had crowded into the 
city to do their shopping before going 
home in the evening. 
It was at this 
ti mo the stor meiond came ap from the 
•southwest. 
The areas graauds were 
oar ride th- (lath of the -tor rn. but the 
people, being in the business places* fell 
a pray to the terrifflo wind. 
The desolate view of New Richmond 
yesterday was one not soon to be for­ 
gotten. 
Among the broken fragments 
of their homes the people wander hope­ 
lessly, striving, somewhat aimlessly and 
helplessly, to gather together what had 
been left to them. 
On the east and 
west limit* of the city many house* 
were still standing, with tittie cst no 
damage, and to these homes the occu­ 
pant* welcomed their less fortunate 
neighbor* aud friends. 
The property 
Loss cannot be estimated at this time 
and may never be accurately known. 
Probably the entire casualty list in the 
city will reach IOO, but it is very doubt­ 
ful if many will be recognized, the 
bodies being dismembered or charred 
by fire.
